Whereas,the result of the federal milk pricing system has been to boost milk prices
artificially in southern and southwestetates, causing rampant growth in dairy farming in those
areasand

Whereasafederal district court has found that using Eau Claire as the base point for setting
milk price diferentials is arbitrary and capricious and unlawful; and

Whereasthe number of cows in thiate is down by almost 100,000 compared to 1996,
demonstratinghat Wisconsindairy farmers cannot wait longer for fairness in the federal milk
pricing system; nowtherefore, be it

Resolved by the assembly, the senate concurring, That the members of the MEonsin
legislatureurge U.S. Secretary digriculture Dan Glickman to respond to the federal district
courtdecision invalidating the current federal milk pricing system by immediately ceasing to use
EauClaire as the base point for setting milk pricdedléntials; and, be it further

Resolved, That the members of the Mtonsin legislature support federal milk marketing
reform option 1 B as a starting point for reform; and be it further
